The Times had a photogravure 
of a deaf and dumb youth, named 
LeRoy Colombo, who won the an 
nual ten-mile swimming contest in 
the Gulf of Mexico, off Galveston.

It is not so mpny years ago, when 
Willie Hoy ranked in baseball among 
the best centerfielders that ever 
lived, and he led his club in the bat¬ 
ting list and was an excellent runner 
on bases. 

Luther Taylor, for a great many 
years, was a pitcher for the 
“Giants,” and had few superiors in 
the great National League. 

A few years ago, a deaf-mute in 
England carried off the diamond 
sculls, for single-oared shells, in 

, races on the river Thames in Lon¬ 
don. 

Our own Jimmy Meagher was the 
“demon wrestler” in days gone by in 
the feather weight class, but during 
recent years has wrestled only with 
the newspaper reporter's pencil quite 
interestingly and cleverly, but judg¬ 
ing from his prolonged silence he has 
eveidently pinned it to the mat. 

Michael McFaul, prior to his 
graduation at Fanwood, besides be¬ 
ing a wonderful baseball pitcher, was 
a superior sprinter. He actually 
made a world's record for seventy- 
five yards, that stood for a quarter of 
a century before it was beaten by 
jnst a fraction of a second. 

The late Chester Quincy Mann 
for many years a layreader of the 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes, in 
his schoolboy days at Fanwood, was 
a distance runner of great speed and 
endurance, and on one occasion, at 
Madison Square Garden, beat a field 
of one hundred and twenty-five run¬ 
ners in a four hours’ go-as-you- 
please, covering over thirty miles.

It is the beginning of 
trouble that is very likely to mani¬ 
fest itself later in life. A catarrhal 
condition is set up, that will become 
I chronic unless prompt measures are 
employed. 

“ Children will not ‘outgrow’ 
trouble. It will become 
the years go by. A chronic catarrh 
will develop and result in deafness. 

Deafness sometimes appears after 
an attack of diphtheria, scarlet fever 
or measles. The child should be kept 
under a physician’s care until this 
[ has cleared up as completely as pos¬ 
sible.

Deafness developing in middle 
life very often has back of it a his¬ 
tory of ear trouble in childhood ac¬ 
cording to ear specialists. This is 
the reason Dr. Malcolm K. Smith, aj 
member of the longevity staff of the ! 
Prudential Insurance Company, of ! 
Newark, N. J., is stressing the dan¬ 
ger of neglecting earache in chil¬ 
dren. Too often uninformed parents 
dismiss it as “just a cold” and be¬ 
lieve rubbing with camphorated oil 


On September 7th, 1925, the Na 
tion Association unveiled at Hart¬ 
ford the replica of the Washington 
Gallaudet monument, ordered erect 
ed by the Detroit (1920J conven¬ 
tion, to take the place of the original 
Gallaudet monument of 1854. 

The unveiling was accomplished 
with all due ceremony, and has been 
ably reported in the Journal of 
September 17th, 1925. 

The event marked the completion 
of a task to which the Association 
dedicated itself nearly fourteen years 
previously. The work was accom¬ 
plished under many difficulties and 
handicaps over which the committee 
in charge had no control. A large 
part of the work of collecting the 
the fund to finance the project was 
done during a period of great nation 
al and international stress. The last 
two years of the committee’s efforts 
were marked by unforeseen difficul¬ 
ties, necessitating many hours of un¬ 
remitting labor, which the members 
of this committee gave gladly and 
without stint, in order that the 
monument might go forward to fin¬ 
al completion. To them the thanks 
of the Association are due. for hav¬ 
ing carried through to a successful 
conclusion a project that was far 
more difficult and complex than it 
appears. 

The monument now stands on the 
grounds of the noble and imposing 
new school at Hartford, a beautiful 
and enduring testimonial of the deaf 
to one of the world’s greatest bene¬ 
factors. 

The cost of the work was approxi¬ 
mately $7500, hut the sculptor, Mr. 
Daniel Chester French, states had 
the statue been an original creation 
at the present time, the cost would 
have been around $50,000. The 
monument committee will submit a 
full and detailed report later on. 

I have noted in the Journal some 
criticism by one writer regarding 
the inscriptions placed on the monu¬ 
ment. That there may be no mis¬ 
understanding regarding this, I am 
giuing below the complete inscrip¬ 
tions on both the original monument 
and the replica;

The statement contained in the 
Journal that the names of the Pre¬ 
sident and Committee members were 
removed from the original Washing¬ 
ton monument, in deference to 
public sentiment, is an error, 
through ignorance or deliberate in¬ 
tention T do not know. The names 
are still there and are likely to re¬ 
main. 

The further statement by the cri¬ 
tic in the Journal, that the source 
if the replica was not stated on the 
monument is likewise an error. The 
report in the Journal of September 
17th was not exactly accurate, part 
of the inscription being omitted. It 
will be seen from the above that the 
inscription duly sets forth the fact 
that the replica was erected by the 
National Association of the Deaf. 

In short, the monument committee 
was directed by a national conven¬ 
tion to make a duplicate of the ori¬ 
ginal Washington monument, and 
this it has accomplished, even in¬ 
cluding the inscriptions, which ne¬ 
cessarily had to be modified to a 
slight extent in compliance with the 
altered circumstances under which 
the replica was erected. 

The Monument committee has 
carried the responsibility placed up¬ 
on it with signal ability and devo¬ 
tion, and has acted in entire accord 
with the present administration of 
the association. It deserves nothing 
but praise. It does not deserve cri¬ 
ticism of the kind lately directed at 
In my thirty-three years connec¬ 
tion with the deaf world, this is the 
first time I have ever been aware of 
any criticism of the inscriptions on 
the original Washington monument. 

there was criticism at the time of 
its erection in 1889, it most assured- 
did not amount to anything, for 
the inscriptions still adorn the monu-i 
ment, have adorned it for thirty-six j 
years, and will continue to adorn it 
until the statue crumbles into dust.

OPEN LETTER

Dear Mr. Hodgson; 


In the Dfap-Mutes’ Journal of 
October 1st, after telling of a good 
many fine things done by the Penn¬ 
sylvania Society for the Advance¬ 
ment of the Deaf, you add : 

“ If all the other States would get 
into line with such a fine record, 
the matter of teaching by the Pure 
Oral Method of the Combined Sys¬ 
tem could safely be left with the 
Principals of the schools.” 

Your suggestion is rather sur¬ 
prising. However, it would not be 
amiss were there as many pro-com¬ 
bined system Principals as there are 
pro-oral Principals. 

Too few, alas ! too few, are those 
schools today that will recognize the 
superiority of the Combined System, 
and use it accordingly. We cannot 
trust principals. Instead, we want 
to work unceasingly to save the deaf 
child from that sad plight, mental 
and social, which so many “gra¬ 
duates” of the pure oral schools 
find themselves in these times. 

No, let us not leave this vital, 
this life and death matter to mere 
Principals, who in too many in¬ 
stances are, as Dr. J. H. Cloud says 


To the Editor: —As you have 
printed considerable personal cor¬ 
respondence of Reverend J. H. Cloud 
on the subject, will you permit space 
fora reply to certain strictures of Dr. 
Cloud appearing in his Review of 
my Survey of the Gallaudet School 
at St. Louis. 

I shall reply to the Review as a 
whole elsewhere, my present purpose 
being confined to his comments and 
interpretations of a letter written by 
me to Mr. Emil J. Barth, of St. 
Louis, which is quoted in full in the 
Review. 

This letter discussed the value of 
a number of letters written by repre¬ 
sentative deaf men, teachers, superin¬ 
tendents, and others, on the subject 
of the “combined system.” 

Referring to these letters the first 
paragraph of my letter reads: “As a 
whole they present in a very etnpha 
tic way the views of some of the 
ablest deaf men in the country and 
would he well worth printing in 
pamphlet form for general distri¬ 
bution.” 

In the face of this statement, Dr 
Cloud goes on to say that it is a 
“logical inference” from my remarks 
“that these views of these deaf 
writers are not deserving of serious 
consideration.” Why then should 
I suggest that “they are well worth 
printing in pamphlet form for gen¬ 
eral distribution?” Such preposter 
ous inferential logic is surely unwor 
thy of the good doctor ! 

But he goes on with still more 
astonishing, so called “logical 
inferences,” adding one from my 
remarks to the effect that “ unlike 
himself and others possessed of 
normal hearing the deaf cease to 
develop mentally after leaving 
school.” He surely does little 
honor to the educated deaf of 
America, if he expects them to find 
in the language of this letter or of 
any of my addresses, articles or edi¬ 
torials, any statement remotely sug¬ 
gesting or conveying a conclusion 
so absurd and senseless. How could 
he have thought that any one in his 
right mind, who had studied the 
education of the deaf for thirty years 
and attended many reunions of deaf 
graduates, could possibly reach such 
a conclusion ? 

But the good Doctor continues to 
add fuel to this consuming fire of 
suddenly aroused prejudice and ex¬ 
cited imagination, adding still an 
other “logical inference” from this 
letter that ‘ ‘the deaf of the elder gen 
eration lack appreciation of present 
day values making for their own wel¬ 
fare and happiness.” Such depth of 
reckless misinterpretation is indeed 
most strange, to say the least, con¬ 
sidering how often Dr. Cloud and 
others have quoted me in N. A. I), 
publications in a vastly different 
spirit of strong commendation, and 
how well he knows that I have al¬ 
ways had and still have a high re¬ 
spect for the opinions of the educated 
deaf, as I have publicly emphasized 
before the American Association to 
Promote the Teaching of .Speech to 
the Deaf at Chicago, before tbe N. 

E. A at Portland, Oregon, and in 
various writing, from time to time 
emphasizing the serious mistake, the 
educational danger, of ignoring the 
point of view and the experience of 
the adult deaf. 

But I hold with equally keen real¬ 
ization that theirs is not the only point 
of view to be considered. That of the 
I public, that of the parent, that of the 
teacher of long experience, that of 
the superintendent of even greater 
experience, and that of the scientific 
educator and psychologist must all 
be given due consideration and study 
in making up the final verdict. After 
considering all these, each man 
should observe for himself, think for 
himself, and have the courage to state 
and stand by his own convictions. 

By the process of surveying and 
continually re-surveying our present 
conglomerate of educational methods 
we shall detect the errors of the past 
and the present, and the possible 
paths of future progress. 

Dr. Cloud will surely admit that 
our present “combined system” is 
not perfect. It is in process of evolu¬ 
tion, just as in transportation we have 
advanced from the ox team to the 
railroad, the auto, and the airplane 
in less than the span of a full human 
life. The combined system of the 
future will he vastly different from 
the combined system of the present 
and immediate past, or else we shall 
have made little or no progress. 

The best friend of the combined 
system is not the one who deliberate¬ 
ly shuts his eyes to its defects and 
its mistakes, the while shouting from 
the house tops its virtues, but rather

TILDEN HIS FAMOUS MASTERPIECES AT¬ 
TRACT GOLDEN VISITORS. 


Douglas Tilden is coming back! 
The California-born son of pioneers 
who conquered without speech or 
hearing and became California’s 
foremost sculptor, is building him¬ 
self a new studio in Berkeley. 
After fallow years spent working at 
jobs of many sorts he is again surg¬ 
ing with great ideas and preparing 
once more to carry them out in clay 
and bronze. 

For nearly twenty years, while 
millions have admired his work in 
Golden Gate Park and on Market 
Street and at the university campus 
in Berkeley, Tilden has lived in an 
obscurity violated only by an 
occasional story in the newspapers 
reporting him at work in a foundry 
or at some other job absurdly out of 
keeping with his talent and achieve¬ 
ment. 

Many had wondered about him, 
and some had even supposed that he 
was dead. 

Now he has come back. Fresh 
complexioned, healthy, vigorous in 
mind and body, he presents himself 
again as the master artist prepared 
once more to place his talents at the 
disposal of the community that al¬ 
ready owes him so much. 

Interesting Story. 

Here is no story of illness or lost 
powers or of any of the tragic aber¬ 
rations that sometimes submerge 
men of genius. It isn’t as interest¬ 
ing as that, and yet it is more inter 
esting. 

It is the story of a great courage 
and a great struggle that carried a 
man to the peak of achievement, and 
then, his world upheaved and dis¬ 
organized by earthquake, fire and 
panic, found himself back in the 
emptiness that always waits for those 
who cannot hear and cannot speak. 

It is very easy to drop out when 
you are barred from the social give 
and take of your fellows at clubs and 
restaurants and on ferries and street 
corners, when all your communica¬ 
tion must be in writing on small pads 
of paper. It is easy to be forgotten 
by the millionaire or public board 
that on rare occasions has a commis¬ 
sion to place for work in bronze or 
stone. It is easy for the world to 
forget, and in an age of salesmanship 
it is easy to pass over n quiet man 
for the chap who tells good stories 
at your dinner table. 

Tells own Story. 

That is the story of Douglas Til- 
den’s fallow years. But let him 
tell ( it himself. 

“Returning to Oakland, T am 
building a small studio of rough 
boards with my own hands. I be¬ 
lieve that I was the first artist to have 
a studio in Berkeley. That was 
back in 1883, and now, after my 
wandering, I return to Berkeley and 
am mooring my boat there for the 
last time. My studio is at No. 834 
Channing Way, West Berkeley. 

“What have I been doing all 
these years ? As to sculpture I am 
sorry to say, absolutely nothing 
Michel Angelo raged like a lion lie- 
cause his country was tern by dis¬ 
orders, and ten years were lost from 
his life, huge blocks of marble lying 
untouched around him. Then, after 
that, he produced his greatest 
works. 

“Since 1915. I was unproductive, 
because of utter impotence to do 
anything. First the fire, then the 
panic, and lastly the war and ai t was 
all but dead. What will I do next. 
Who can tell ? I am like war, use¬ 
less unless there is a base of supply, 
and once the base is gone, every¬ 
thing stops. I 

Masterpieces Produced. 

Though the architects had one 
billion dollars with which to rebuild 
the city, they have produced only 
about ten monumental buildings, 
while, with barely $150,000 at my 
disposal I had produced master, 
pieces and enthroned Snn Francisco 
in the art world. 

If I am carried away by ex¬ 
travagant ideas of grandeur, forgive 
me. I am ready to work, and I still 
feel in me capacity to create still 
greater works. My Mechanics on 
lower Market Street, is the 
greatest apotheosis to labor in the 
world. The Football Players 
(Berkeley campus) is considered 
the most artistic athletic group in 
America. MacMonnies told me 
that Junipero Serra (Golden Gate 
’ark) is the greatest work on the 
coast. The War monument on 
Market Street and Van Ness is 
mentioned as one of the five re¬ 
presentative war monuments in this 
country.” 

Tilden considers the Donahue 
memorial, the Mechanics on lower 
Market Street, as his masterpiece. 
Certainly, it is the most conspicuous 
and the most admired piece of sculp¬ 
ture in San Francisco. It was put 
up in 1898. It was originally a foun¬ 
tain, with a pool about it. No other 
sculptor except the great Belgain,
